O ne look at the lineup, and it’s easy to understand why 
jazz fans from around the globe are once again en 
route to the Monterey Jazz Festival. 

The 61st edition is absolutely loaded with mega-talents 
such as Dianne Reeves, Charles Lloyd, Lucinda Wil¬ 
liams, Norah Jones, Bill Frisell, Dave Grusin, Anat Co¬ 
hen and the Jazz at Lincoln Center Orchestra with Wynton Marsalis. 
Here’s our guide to the festival, which runs Sept. 21-23 at the Mon¬ 
terey County Fairgrounds and Event Center. 


Day One highlights 

■ Saxophonist Tia Fuller and 
trumpeter Ingrid Jensen present 
“A Tribute to Geri Allen,” hon¬ 
oring the incredible pianist who 
died at age 60 from complica¬ 
tions of cancer in 2017. The trib¬ 
ute, subtitled “The Fierce Nur- 
turer: Life of a Song Through 
Spirit,” also features Terri Lyne 
Carrington, Kris Davis, Shamie 
Royston, Maurice Chestnut, Val 
Jeanty and Robert Hurst. 7:30 
p.m.; Jimmy Lyons Stage (arena). 

■ Cameron Graves is getting 
a lot of buzz, in part due to his 
association with saxophone su¬ 
perstar Kamasi Washington in 


Los Angeles’ trailblazing music 
collective West Coast Get Down. 
The pianist-composer — who 
was nicely featured on Washing¬ 
ton’s breakout effort, 2015’s “The 
Epic” — is now on the road sup¬ 
porting his debut album, “Plane¬ 
tary Prince.” 10 p.m.; Night Club. 

■ It’s a good idea to catch 
Christian McBride whenever 
possible — and most certainly 
at the Monterey Jazz Festival, 
where he has delivered many 
transcendent performances 
through the years. This time 
around, the brilliant bassist per¬ 
forms in a trio setting with pi¬ 
anist Benny Green and bassist

■ Feel like dancing? Then 
don’t miss Oscar Hernan¬ 
dez, one of the leading 
lights in contemporary 
Latin jazz and salsa, and 
the Grammy-winning Span¬ 
ish Harlem Orchestra with 
special guest flutist Hubert 
Laws. They’ll be perform¬ 
ing the 2018 festival-com¬ 
missioned piece “Monterey 
Encounter (A Latin Jazz 
Suite for Flute).” 3:40 p.m.; 
Jimmy Lyons Stage (arena) 

■ The festival will launch 
its fifth national tour in 
spring 2019, but fans can 
get an early look at the tour¬ 
ing band in Monterey. The 
2019 Monterey Jazz Festival 
on Tour band features such 
talents as vocalist Cecile 
McLorin Salvant, trum¬ 
peter-vocalist Bria Skon- 
berg, saxophonist Melissa 
Aldana, pianist Christian 
Sands, drummer Jamison 
Ross and bassist Yasushi 
Nakamura. 7:30 p.m. Sept. 
22; Jimmy Lyons Stage 
(arena). Also 9:30 p.m. Sept. 
23; Dizzy’s Den. 

Day Three highlights 

■ “Celebrating Michael 


Brecker” pays tribute to 
the great tenor saxophon¬ 
ist, who died from myelo- 
dysplastic syndrome, a 
bone marrow cancer, in 
2007. Brecker was a fan¬ 
tastic talent who won 15 
Grammys during a ca¬ 
reer in which he collab¬ 
orated with the likes of 
James Brown, John Len¬ 
non, Lou Reed and Paul Si¬ 
mon. The tribute features 
brother Randy Brecker on 
flugelhorn, as well as sax¬ 
ophonist Donny McCaslin, 
keyboardist Gil Goldstein, 
guitarist Adam Rogers, 
bassist John Patitucci and 
drummer Antonio San¬ 
chez. 8:20 p.m.; Jimmy Ly¬ 
ons Stage (arena). 

■ Grammy-winning vo¬ 
calist Dianne Reeves is 
set to debut a new proj¬ 
ect in Monterey — Dianne 
Reeves & Beleza Brazil — 
featuring pianist Peter 


Martin, guitarist Romero 
Lubambo, bassist Itai- 
guara Brandao and drum¬ 
mer Rafael Barata. Beleza 
Brazil loosely translates 
to “the beauty of Brazil,” 
according to the festi¬ 
val’s website. 8 p.m.; Diz¬ 
zy’s Den. (Note: Reeves 
also performs at 8:50 p.m. 
Sept. 21 on the Jimmy Ly¬ 
ons Stage and at the Ray 
Brown tribute on Sept. 22, 
described above.) 

■ Bill Frisell has released 
so many fine albums over 
the years, including 1997’s 
“Nashville,” 1999’s “Good 
Dog, Happy Man” and 20lTs 
“All We Are Saying,” which 
was a gorgeous tribute to 
John Lennon. The master 
jazz guitarist’s latest effort 
is “Music Is,” which finds 
Frisell performing unac¬ 
companied on a variety of 
original material. 9 p.m.; 
Pacific Jazz Cafe.

Tickets 

Weekend passes run $50- 
$435 and single-day tick¬ 
ets are $20-$174. There are 
two main types of tickets — 
arena tickets and grounds 
tickets. The arena packages 
offer access to every stage, 
while the grounds packages 
don’t offer access into the 
arena (which houses the 
Jimmy Lyons Stage). The 
arena tickets, as you’d ex¬ 
pect, cost more. So check 
the performance schedule 


and see how many arena 
acts you want to catch. If 
it’s quite a few, then the 
best bet is probably to go 
with an arena package. 

Simulcast 

Here’s another thing to 
factor into the equation: 
The action in the arena is 
simulcast into the smaller 
Jazz Theater, allowing even 
those with grounds tick¬ 
ets to enjoy those big-time 
headliners on the Jimmy 
Lyons Stage. 

On-site parking 

It’s extremely limited and 
only available to purchase 
in advance for those who 
buy arena ticket packages 
or are premier pass hold¬ 
ers. Cost is $25 on Sept. 21, 
$50 for Sept. 22 or 23. The 
full-weekend on-site park¬ 
ing passes are already sold 
out. Go to the festival web¬ 


site for more information. 

Other parking options 

Jazz fans can park at 
Monterey Peninsula Col¬ 
lege, 980 Fremont St., 
Monterey, which is located 
about a 10-minute drive 
from the festival. It costs 
$15 to park, but it includes 
a shuttle ride to and from 
the festival. Reserve your 
parking in advance via the 
festival website. 

There’s also limited 
street parking, but it often 
means having to hoof it for 
10 to 15 minutes to get to 
the festival site. 

And keep an eye open for 
nearby stores that might be 
charging to use their park¬ 
ing lots. 

Lodging 

The festival’s official ho¬ 
tel partner is the Inns of 
Monterey. Those properties, 
as shown on the festival’s 
website, look quite lovely. 
But, as one would expect, 
staying in Monterey can 
be quite pricey this time 
of year. Save some loot by 
making a short drive and 
staying in a place like Sa¬ 
linas. 

Food 

Plan accordingly and you 
can certainly dine in style 
before or after your time at 
the festival, given the num¬ 
ber of great restaurants 
in Monterey and Carmel. 
Unfortunately, there isn’t 
much to eat right around 
the festival site, expect for 
the serviceable Denny’s 
across the street. The best 
idea is to just eat on-site, en¬ 
joying the international of¬ 
ferings — such as Thai and 
Indian — for sale at reason¬ 
able prices. 

Don’t bring 

The following things are 
not allowed on the festi¬ 
val grounds: food, coolers, 
glass bottles, alcoholic bev¬ 
erages, large single-lens re¬ 
flex cameras, laser pens or 
lights, audio/video record¬ 
ing devices and pets. Also 
strollers are not allowed in 
the arena or other indoor 
venues.

New-look ‘Phantom’ packs a few surprises 

Die-hard fans will 
find plenty to savor 
in the production at 
the Orpheum in S.F.

Nobody haunts theaters like 
the Phantom of the Opera. That’s 
pretty much his whole deal, em¬ 
bedding himself in a theater and 
making it his own. 

That’s equally as true with the 
musical that bears his name. With 
music by Andrew Lloyd Webber, 
book by Richard Stilgoe and Lloyd 
Webber and lyrics by Charles Hart, 
“The Phantom of the Opera” is the 
longest-running musical in Broad¬ 
way history, hitting 30 years this 
January, and in London it’s been 
running continuously since its pre¬ 
miere in 1986. It also became the 
longest-running Broadway musi¬ 
cal in San Francisco history with 
a considerably more modest but 
still impressive five-year run at the 
Curran in the 1990s. 

Now SHN has brought “Phan¬ 
tom” back to the Bay as part of a 
one-two-three punch of Cameron 
Mackintosh-produced Broad¬ 
way blockbusters at the SHN Or¬ 
pheum Theatre, preceded by “Les 
Miserables” this summer and fol¬ 
lowed by “Miss Saigon” in October. 

This isn’t the same “Phantom” 
that’s come through town before, 
however, but a substantially re¬ 
imagined production that orig¬ 
inated on a U.K. tour in 2012 to 
celebrate the musical’s 25th anni¬ 
versary. Directed by Laurence Con¬ 
nor, who’s also the co-director of 
the “Les Miserables” that just left 
the Orpheum, the show has a lot 
of the familiar iconography — the 
half-mask, the perilous chandelier 
— but very different sets, special ef¬ 
fects and staging than returning 
audiences may remember. 

Based on Gaston Leroux’s 1910 
suspense novel of the same name 
(in French), “Phantom” tells the 
tale of a deformed, obsessive music 
fan living deep beneath the Paris 
Opera House and causing fatal “ac¬ 
cidents” when thwarted, and the

pretty young opera singer unfor¬ 
tunate enough to become his pet 
project. 

The most impressive aspect of 
the new production is the rotat¬ 
ing cylindrical set by Paul Brown, 
which unfolds to reveal a dazzling 
array of locations. Other visuals 
are somewhat less impressive, such 
as the looming shadows of Nina 
Dunn’s projections and the pyro¬ 


technics. The makeshift pipe or¬ 
gan in the Phantom’s lair just looks 
like somebody’s cluttered desk. 

The musical highlights of Lloyd 
Webber’s melodramatic score and 
of Connor’s staging are largely 
pastiches of traditional opera, 
which — far from coming across 
as empty frippery in need of the 
Phantom’s alleged musical genius 
— are sprightly and entertaining, 
while his own compositions are 
dour and discordant. Trista Mol¬ 
dovan is a delightful standout as 
haughty opera diva Carlotta, mak¬ 
ing the Phantom’s insistence that 
she be sidelined and silenced seem 
like further evidence that this “An¬ 
gel of Music” has no idea what he’s 
talking about. 

Aside from his deformity and 
isolation, there’s nothing sympa¬ 


thetic about this Phantom. Quen¬ 
tin Oliver Lee has a pleasing voice 
as the title character, but he’s oth¬ 
erwise underwhelming in the role. 
His attempts to be imposing just 
feel like empty posturing, even 
though the Phantom does indeed 
murder people. 

As the object of his obsession, 
Eva Tavares is a radiant and ex¬ 
uberant Christine with a lovely 
voice, seeming far too good not 
just for the Phantom but also for 
Jordan Craig’s cocky and entitled 
Raoul, her designated love inter¬ 
est. 

It’s a generally strong cast all 
around, including Rob Lindley 
and David Benoit as the comically 
heedless new owners of the opera, 
Kristie Dale Sanders as the Phan¬ 
tom’s forbiddingly stern go-be¬ 


tween and Phumzile Sojola as the 
pompous tenor. Maria Bjornson’s 
elaborate costumes for the operas 
within the musical are a treat. 

The orchestra under the direc¬ 
tion of Jamie Johns deftly handles 
Lloyd Webber’s bombastic score, 
from the oddly disco-tinged title 
song to the pleasant romantic duet 
“All I Ask of You.” 

Despite occasional stumbling 
blocks that highlight rather than 
conceal repetitive passages, this 
new look at a widely beloved block¬ 
buster offers plenty of gloomy raz¬ 
zle-dazzle that should please the 
fandom of the opera.

Center Rep puts its own 
stamp on ‘Mamma Mia!’

“Mamma Mia!” is a 
savvy choice to open Cen¬ 
ter Repertory Company’s 
theatrical season at Wal¬ 
nut Creek’s Lesher Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts, because 
it’s a hugely popular juke¬ 
box musical that hasn’t yet 
saturated the local mar¬ 
ket. Featuring the stur¬ 
dily catchy 1970s dance 
hits of ABBA, it’s a sure 
crowd-pleaser largely un¬ 
impeded by a thin story¬ 
line that sets up the songs 
somewhat awkwardly. 

The musical originally 
opened in London in 1999 
and made its U.S. debut at 
San Francisco’s Orpheum 
Theatre the following year 
before making its way to 
Broadway. After the star- 
studded film version in 
2008, now there’s even a 
similarly celeb-powered 
movie sequel in theaters, 
titled “Mamma Mia! Here 
We Go Again” because 
it would practically be 
a crime if it were named 
anything else. 

More than most pro¬ 
ductions, the Center Rep 
one really accentuates the 
fun of a musical that’s all 
about celebration. Director 
Marc Jacobs and a strong 
cast make it marvelously 
funny wherever possible, 
abetted by comical chore¬ 
ography by Robyn Tribuzi 
and some delightfully over- 
the-top costumes by Maggi 
Yule. 

In the musical’s wispy 
book by Catherine John¬ 
son, bride-to-be Sophie 
wants to invite her father 
to her wedding but has no 
idea who her father is be¬ 
cause her mother, Donna, 
won’t talk about it. Getting 
hold of her mother’s old 
diary from her free-spirit

youth in the late 1970s, So¬ 
phie decides to invite all 
three of the guys Donna 
mentions having sex with 
about nine months before 
Sophie was born. Then it’s 
just a matter of trying to 
figure out which of them is 
her biological father with¬ 
out anyone catching on to 
what she’s doing. 

The story is set in 1999 
due to simple math, but 
it’s not really a period 
piece aside from all the 
’70s callbacks. Although 
it takes place on a Greek 
island, the characters are 
all American, British and 
other expatriates and trav¬ 
elers. 

From the very begin¬ 
ning, Kelly James Tighe’s 
versatile set sets a very dif¬ 
ferent scene than the usual 
quaint taverna exterior for 
the show, creating a sea¬ 
side tableau that wouldn’t 
look out of place in “The 
Tempest” or “The Little 
Mermaid.” 

Lynda DiVito packs the 
part of stressed-out Donna 
with personality and flair, 
laying into her songs with 
gusto and power. Her old 
friends and onetime band- 
mates are a delight, be¬ 
tween Alison Quin’s hi¬ 
larious vampy Tanya and 
Leanne Borghesi’s down- 
to-earth Rosie, whose 
coming-on-strong “Take 
a Chance on Me” is one of 


the comic highlights of the 
show. 

Sophie’s three dads are 
an appealing bunch: Mark 
Farrell as an amusingly 
staid but mildly fun-lov¬ 
ing British banker, Keith 
Pinto as a laid-back but 
commitment-averse travel 
writer with a shaky Aus¬ 
tralian accent, and Noel 
Anthony as the brooding 
American architect still 
smarting over his parting 
with Donna 21 years ago. 

Even the young lovers, 
who often aren’t very in¬ 
teresting, shine in this 
production. Giana Gam- 
bardella is a pleasant and 
upbeat presence as Sophie, 
with a lovely voice, and 
Sean Okuniewicz is charm¬ 
ingly charismatic as her fi¬ 
ance, Sky. Josh Ditto has 
some uproariously ener¬ 
getic dance moves as imp¬ 
ish waiter Pepper. 

The first act is stronger 
than the second, which 
gets bogged down by a lot 
of melancholy, sentimental 
numbers that rely on emo¬ 
tional investment in the 
inconsequential story. On 
the whole, though, the cast 
and the band led by music 
director Brandon Adams 
throw themselves into all 
these ABBA hits by Benny 
Andersson and Bjorn Ul- 
vaeus (some co-written 
with manager Stig Ander¬ 
son) with vigor, making 
even some of the lesser 
numbers shine. 

There have already been 
a few local productions 
of this show with doubt¬ 
less many more to come, 
but Center Rep’s “Mamma 
Mia!” is an exceptionally 
good one to catch.

The wedding attire is colorful and elaborate — there’s one 
finely embroidered silk dress for a bride and a costume of in¬ 
digo-dyed goat-hair fabric for the groom. 

The red-and-gold silk brocade coat from Uzbekistan is daz¬ 
zling. The rabbis’ coats may be imposing black broadcloth in 
the style of the Ottoman Empire or modern-looking peacock- 
patterned silk. 

As stunning as these are, it is the story behind the clothing 
— nearly 100 articles from three centuries and more than 20 
countries — that makes the exhibit “Veiled Meanings: Fashion¬ 
ing Jewish Dress” at the Contemporary Jewish Museum more than 
a “costume show.” Drawn from the collection of the Israel Mu¬ 
seum in Jerusalem, it is on view in San Francisco through Jan. 6.

“It tells the story of the 
vast Jewish diaspora, as 
well as the story of emigra¬ 
tion to what is now the state 
of Israel,” says Lori Starr, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the San 
Francisco museum. 

With the exhibit “Con¬ 
temporary Muslim Fash¬ 
ions” opening Sept. 22 at 
the de Young Museum, she 
notes, “San Francisco is go¬ 
ing to be a destination for 
anyone who’s interested in 
what clothing tells us about 
culture.” 

“Veiled Meanings: Fash¬ 
ioning Jewish Dress” should 
have wide appeal. The cloth¬ 
ing can be appreciated for 
its international style — 
from Morocco and Tunisia 
to Italy and Romania — and 
its well-preserved fabric and 
intricate hand-detailing. 

As the wall text points 
out, the variety of costumes 
shows the diversity of Jew¬ 
ish communities across 
centuries and around the 
globe. And in many cases, 
“the clothes worn by Jews 
were similar or even iden¬ 
tical to those worn by their 
non-Jewish neighbors.” 

But it is “the history 
and the language of Jew¬ 
ish clothing in all its com¬ 
plexity” that is the heart of 
the exhibit, which is orga¬ 
nized by curator Heidi Rab- 
ben. Social and political de¬ 
velopments, turmoil and cel¬ 
ebrations, plus the issues of 
cultural codes and self-ex¬ 
pression play out in virtu¬ 
ally every display. 

That impressive gold- 
and-red coat combines bro¬ 
cade from Russia and local 
ikat fabric from Bukhara, 
Uzbekistan, for the lining. 
The backstory: It reflects 
political and social changes 
following the Russian con¬ 
quest in 1868, when Jews 
were able to able to emi¬ 
grate to Ottoman Palestine 
and establish a Bukhara 
quarter in Jerusalem. 

The “Great Dress” dis¬ 
played, with a green silk 
velvet skirt and embroi¬

dered tulle sleeves, is a tra¬ 
ditional garment that would 
be worn by a bride at her 
wedding and at festive oc¬ 
casions thereafter. The ex¬ 
ample at the museum is 
from Fez, Morocco, and 
dates from the early 20th 
century. But it reflects ele¬ 
ments brought to Morocco 
from Spain when Jews were 
expelled in 1492. 

The black broadcloth 
coat with the glistening gilt- 
metal embroidery, worn by 
Rabbi Saliman Menachem 
Mani of Hebron early in the 
20th century, is in a style 
mandated by the Ottoman 
government in the 19th cen¬ 
tury. Starting in 1835, the 
Ottoman government pro¬ 
vided the official uniform to 
non-Muslim religious chiefs 
of their communities. 

An elaborate costume of 
velvet and satin, with gilt 
embroidery, is distinguished 
by a skirt resembling a bal¬ 
let tutu, with tight pants 
below. It’s from Mashhad, 
Iran, early in the 20th cen¬ 
tury. The style was inspired 
by the Shah of Persia and 
his favorite wife’s visit to 
the ballet in Paris in 1873. 
The backstory: The Jews of 
Mashhad were crypto-Jews, 
forced to convert to Islam 
after 1839 and practicing 
their religion in secret. 

Nevertheless, many of the 
garments displayed are as¬ 
sociated with celebrations 
and commemorations. 

A sumptuous velvet bridal 
gown from Edirne, in the 
Ottoman Empire, reflects 


Turkish baroque style with 
its gilt-metal embroidery in 
a “bindali” pattern, from the 
Turkish word for “one thou¬ 
sand branches.” It would be 
part of a dowry that would 
remain with a woman 
throughout her life. Fol¬ 
lowing her death, the dress’ 
panels would be unstitched 
and refashioned as a Torah 
ark curtain for a synagogue. 
A comparable ark curtain is 
also displayed. 

Wedding dresses are, of 
course, garments that would 
be preserved and passed 
down for generations. A 
great variety is on display, 
often with hidden cultural 
and social messages. One 
that was first worn in Tibe¬ 
rias, Ottoman Palestine, in 
1907 is conservative, made 
of ivory silk satin with long 
sleeves, a high neckline and 
modest detailing. 

The bride was Leah Skili 
Cohen, and the fear of arous¬ 
ing envy and inciting the 
evil eye might have been the 
reason for the gown’s sim¬ 
plicity. Skili Cohen’s daugh¬ 
ter, Adelle Maman, wrote 
that at the time in Tibe¬ 
rias, it was customary for a 
bride to wear “a plain white 
dress and a tulle crown dec¬ 
orated with artificial citrus 
blossoms so as not to cause 
distress to poor local girls 
who might see her. ... The 
real reason was quite dif¬ 
ferent: Should a woman be 
consumed with jealousy 
and venture to curse the 
bride in her finery, disaster 
could befall her.”

Mozart in a harem? 

“The Abduction from the Seraglio” 
takes place in a land far, far away 
— or at least it seemed that way 
when Mozart composed his rollicking 
1782comedy. It’s a safe bet that the 
composer’s audience in Vienna had 
never visited a Turkish harem, where 
the opera is set. The action follows 
the Spanish nobleman Belmonte on 
a search and rescue mission to find 
his beloved Konstanze, who, along 
with her maid Blonde and Belmonte’s 
servant Pedrillo, has been captured by 
pirates and imprisoned in the palace of 
the imperious Pasha Selim. 

The setup may seem quaint, but 
Mozart’s score is delicious, and Opera 
San Jose is opening its 35th season 
with a new production of the opera. 
Michael Shell, who staged the com¬ 
pany’s West Coast premiere of Kevin 
Puts’ “Silent Night” in 2017, returns to 
direct, and conductor George Mana- 
han, whose San Francisco Opera 
credits include the world premieres of 
“Dolores Claiborne” and “Dream of the 
Red Chamber,” makes his Opera San 
Jose debut. Tenor Matthew Grills sings 
the role of Belmonte, and soprano Re¬ 
becca Davis returns as Konstanze.

That ‘Doll’ Nora comes knockin’ 
again —15 years later 

Henrik Ibsen’s drama “A Doll’s House” 
shocked audiences in 1879with the slam¬ 
ming of a door. The sequel by the clever 
and suddenly ubiquitous young playwright 
Lucas Hnath (“Red Speedo” at Center 
Rep, “The Christians” at SF Playhouse, 
“Isaac’s Eye” at Custom Made) opens 
with a knock on that same door 15years 
later. Titled with cheeky directness, 

“A Doll’s House, Part 2” was Hnath’s 
Broadway debut after its premiere at 
South Coast Repertory last year, and 
now it comes to Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre in a production helmed by for- 
' mer Berkeley Rep associate artistic 
director Les Waters. 

Featuring a small cast of New 
York, Boston and Chicago actors, 
Hnath’s comedy depicts Nora, Ibsen’s 
proto-feminist heroine, dropping back 
in on the family she walked out on as 
abruptly as she left in the original play. 
There’s something she needs from her 
estranged husband, but first she has 
some explaining to do.

The husband and wife team of vocalist-songwriter 
Jean Baylor and drummer-producer Marcus Baylor pro¬ 
vided one of the most heartening jazz stories of 2017.

Choose from 28 varieties of 
beer plus a few local wines, 
and enjoy the beer-friendly 
dishes at Hops & Sessions

Hops & Sessions, located on First 
Street in downtown Livermore, is one of 
the only spots in the East Bay where you 
can pour your own beer. Or a taste of 
beer. Or five tastes of five different beers. 
Just mosey up to the front counter at this 
simply decorated, three-month-old tap- 
room, get a wristband and swipe it to 
choose from one or more of the 28 beer, 
cider or wine silver taps. Pour as little 
or as much as you want, while nibbling 
beer-friendly dishes from the small menu. 
Here’s just a taste. 

the vibe » Windows lined with succulents 
look out onto First Street, and four flat- 
screen TVs are tuned to baseball. Coun¬ 
ter-high communal tables offer a conviv¬ 
ial spot to perch. There are also a bunch 
of round pub tables conducive to min¬ 
gling and making new friends, en route 
to the taps. It’s all self-service here — 
you order your food and check out at the 
front counter and help yourself to the li¬ 
bations — but a server delivers dishes to 
your table. 

the drinks » Taps are West Coast in fo¬ 
cus, with a variety of styles on weekly ro¬ 
tation. During our visit, we counted about 
four Pilsners and pale lagers, three ciders 
(including the well-balanced Ace Pineap¬ 
ple out of Sebastopol) and eight IPAs. A 
few strong ales were on tap as well, includ¬ 
ing Livermore-based Working Man Brew¬ 
ing Company’s Old Jabberwokki, a thick, 
complex, high-alcohol American barley- 
wine, plus a handful of blondes, pale ales, 
sours, porters and stouts. Hops and Ses¬ 
sions typically keeps a few white wines 
chilling on the taps, too. 

the food » The menu is simple, with seven 
shareable starters, five sandwiches and a 
few desserts. We suggest getting an or¬ 
der of sweet Sriracha wings ($10/$16) or 
house-cut truffle fries ($8) with garlic aioli 
for the table — they’re both flavorful and 
optimal for soaking up suds. 

If you want your own food, get the crisp

‘ Spider-Man 9 creators sling a near-perfect game 


Spider-Man’s origin story 
has been done to death. Every¬ 
one knows that Peter Parker 
was bitten by a radioactive spi¬ 
der and devel¬ 
oped superpowers. 
They can recite 
his coming-of- 
age story from the 
tragic death of his 
Uncle Ben to his 
relationship with 
Cacho* major villains. 
Game on Beyond that, 

- the web slinger’s 

story goes into a 
fog. Few mainstream works ex¬ 
plore what happens to Peter 
Parker after he grows up. That’s 
unfortunate, because adult¬ 
hood is where many of the best 
stories lie. Thankfully, Insom¬ 
niac Games saw the potential in 
an older superhero and in the 
process crafts the best “Spider- 
Man” game to date. 

The makers of “Resistance” 
and “Ratchet & Clank” nail the 
essence of the character in the 
narrative and gameplay sense. 
Insomniac’s version of “Spider- 
Man” follows Peter after he has 
successfully defeated a slew of 
baddies. He works with Dr. Otto 
Octavius. Aunt May is a leader 
at FEAST, a charity run by Mar¬ 
tin Li. Norman Osborn is the 
mayor of New York. Peter and 
Mary Jane have broken up so 
she could focus on her career in 
journalism. 

These seemingly random 
threads and characters inter¬ 
sect in an adventure that tests 
Spider-Man’s resilience as he 
battles Mister Negative and his 
army of masked minions. Fight¬ 
ing a big bad is expected in the 
web slinger’s adventure, but 
what makes this entry special 
is how it borrows from different 
parts of the “Spider-Man” lore 
and creatively melds them to¬ 
gether. 

The developer dresses those 
elements around a vision of Pe¬ 
ter Parker in his 20s. He’s a 
man who shows three distinct 
sides. One is a genius scientist, 
another is a mentor and the last 
is a guy trying to win back his 
ex. Out of those three, the first

and last show up in the game- 
play. 

Although it often goes over¬ 
looked in films, Peter is off-the- 
charts smart and his ingenu¬ 
ity shows up as he analyzes sub¬ 
stances and programs circuits 
through mini-games that break 
up the combat. His intelligence 
also shows up in the progres¬ 
sion system as he cobbles to¬ 
gether gadgets that give him an 
edge in combat. 

By undergoing side missions, 
players earn credits that can 
be used to buy new suits, up¬ 
grades or advancements to Spi¬ 
der-Man’s crime-fighting gear. 
New costumes come with abili¬ 
ties such as quad damage or im¬ 
proved stealth while gadgets 
like web bombs or concussive 
blasts help him fight hordes of 
adversaries without being over¬ 


whelmed. It’s a rewarding pro¬ 
cess, but it can distract from 
the main quest. 

His relationship with Mary 
Jane takes “Spider-Man” into 
new spaces as players control 
the woman in Peter’s life. As a 
reporter, Mary Jane gets herself 
in trouble and in her scenar¬ 
ios she uses stealth to avoid bad 
guys. Insomniac gradually gives 
her more ways to overcome 
foes with a great mission where 
Mary Jane and Spider-Man 
partner up to save hostages. 

The combat system is combo- 
based and reminiscent of Rock¬ 
steady’s “Batman: Arkham” se¬ 
ries. It’s fluid though not always 
smooth. Players have the license 
to freestyle as they dodge bul¬ 
lets, launch enemies into the air 
and yank weapons from foes. 

In every skirmish, the fighting 
feels distinctly like it’s straight 
out of the pages of a “Spider- 
Man” comic book. The most re¬ 
markable part is how they in¬ 
corporate the environment so 
that stylish players can knock 


scaffolding down on foes or 
knock enemies into electrical 
boxes. 

When Spidey isn’t brawling, 
he can go the stealthy route by 
plucking clueless foes in the air 
and wrap them in webbing. He 
can also dive bomb them with 
an instant knockout attack. 
With the ability to distract en¬ 
emies, stealth gameplay is sur¬ 
prisingly fun and satisfying. 

Despite their similarities, 
don’t mistake “Spider-Man” for 
the “Arkham” series. They have 
two different styles. While the 
“Arkham” trilogy featured a 
gated world that required new 
abilities to access to other ar¬ 
eas, Insomniac’s superhero has 
all of Manhattan to explore 
from the beginning. What’s no¬ 
table is how the world changes 
as the narrative advances and 
travel becomes difficult. 

Toward the finale, it’s out¬ 
right dangerous, but the de¬ 
velopers gives Spidey plenty of 
tools to traverse the city. That’s 
a testament to Insomniac’s tal¬

ent with locomotion. The studio 
has always excelled at figuring 
out a way to get players from 
point A to point B in an addic¬ 
tive and rewarding way. 

In “Spider-Man,” they have 
captured the swing of the web 
slinger and tied it to the envi¬ 
ronment. That means each time 
Spidey shoots a web it has to at¬ 
tach to something in the world. 
He can’t swing in the mid¬ 
dle of nowhere, and this fact 
grounds the traversal in reality 
and makes players think about 
the routes they take. In addi¬ 
tion to swinging, he can launch 
himself by leaping onto a jump 
point and sprint up walls. In 
rooms, he can hang from the 
ceiling and descend on foes. 

Like the combat, it makes 
players feel like the web slinger, 
and that’s what Insomniac’s 
“Spider-Man” does so well. The 
studio captures the comic books 
experience and throws it on the 
video game screen for an expe¬ 
rience that’s one of the better 
“Spider-Man” stories ever told.

‘Predator’ stalks the multiplex; 
McConaughey, Kendrick return

A reboot in September? After a bounc¬ 
ing date and Twentieth Century Fox’s last- 
minute deletion of a scene featuring an ac¬ 
tor who is a registered sex offender, “The 
Predator” finally lands in theaters. 

Shane Black — the “Kiss Kiss, Bang 
Bang” and “Nice Guys” writer-director — 
helms the latest add-on. What’s the plot? 
A kid unwittingly beckons those alien crit¬ 
ters with nasty dental work back to Earth, 
where they mess things (and people) up. 
Boyd Holbrook, Olivia Munn, Trevante 
Rhodes and Jacob Tremblay get in on the 
action. Is it any good? Well, its crazy antics 
divided critics when it premiered at the To¬ 
ronto International Film Festival. 

“White Boy Rick” finds Matthew Mc¬ 
Conaughey messing around with his 
good looks again in another based-on-a- 
true story crime drama. He plays pops to 
a teen-age drug dealer, hustler and later 
informant. There’s an ’80s soundtrack, so 
that’s a bonus. 

The other big release has a “Gone Girl”/ 
“Girl on a Train” vibe. “A Simple Favor” 
brings us the always-welcome Anna Ken¬ 
drick as a blogger who gets chummy with 
an enigmatic, sinfully rich beauty (Blake 
Lively), who suddenly vanishes. Henry 
Golding (“Crazy Rich Asians”) co-stars as 
the husband wondering where the dickens 
she went. Paul Feig (“Spy”) directs. 

That’s it for the bigger releases. But 
here’s a rundown of movies playing in 
more limited release: 

“American chaos” » In this politically 
outraged and outrageous nation, a ques¬ 
tion that often gets lobbed around is why 
and how Donald Trump became president. 
Director James D. Stern attempts to get 
a bead on that by visiting red states six 
months prior to the 2016 presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

“UNBROKEN: PATH TO REDEMPTION” » Left 
disappointed by Angelina Jolie’s torturous 
adaptation of World War II veteran Louis 
Zamperini’s heroic story about a former 
Olympian’s steely prison-camp persever¬ 
ance? This second part explores Zamperi¬ 
ni’s faith and forgiveness, adding more tex¬ 
tured layers. Directed by Harold Cronk, 
it’s a sincere and very earnest movie, but 
it lacks the technical polish and acting 
punch of Jolie’s very flawed adaptation of 
Laura Hillenbrand’s book.

Our favorite nasty extraterrestrial is back in 
“The Predator,” a reboot of the sci-fi thriller. 

“KUSAMA: infinity” » In this film biogra¬ 
phy, director Heather Lenz captures best¬ 
selling Japanese artist Yayoi Kusama’s 
struggle to be taken seriously in a male- 
dominated profession, and showcases her 
art and early life. 

“DON’T leave home” » If you prefer creepy, 
original horror stories over the variety with 
buckets of blood and jump shocks, then the 
luck of the Irish is on your side. An Amer¬ 
ican diorama maker is invited to an Irish 
estate, where she hangs out with a reclu¬ 
sive, fallen priest involved in a weird miss¬ 
ing-child scandal. Her assignment? Create 
a new work. But that’s just the beginning 
of the weirdness in writer-director Michael 
Tully’s effective slow-burner. 

“inventing tomorrow” » Need to feel bet¬ 
ter about the future? Laura Nix’s hopeful 
documentary will do the trick. It shadows 
committed teen inventors trying to make 
the world a better, more sustainable place 
to live. The film has not received much fan¬ 
fare, but it’s a winner. Take your kids and 
prepare to be inspired. 

streaming on netflix » Netflix contin¬ 
ues to champion original content, with 
two titles worth considering this week and 
more ahead. In the tense drama “The An¬ 
gel,” available to stream starting Friday, the 
son-in-law of an Egyptian president leads a 
double life as an Israeli spy. Sounds like the 
stuff of a thriller, right? But it’s a true story 
told by “The Iceman” director Ariel Vromen. 

And talk about topical: The documentary 
“Reversing Roe,” which debuted at the Tel¬ 
lur ide Film Festival, revisits the landmark 
1973 Supreme Court ruling and plunges into 
the abortion-rights debate at the moment a 
new high-court appointment hangs in the 
balance. Annie Sundberg and Ricki Stern 
direct, with Eva Longoria as executive pro¬ 
ducer. Available to stream starting today.
